He was a rather short 
man, perhaps 5 feet 7 inches in 
height, and weighed about one hundred and 
forty-five pounds. He bad sandy hairanda 
clean-shaven face. He had been in the habit 
of visiting Sparboro Bros.’ once or 
twice a day, and always came alone, 
asking for a glass of beer, placing a nickel on 
the counter and going out without a word. 
On Friday morning he was accompanied by 
a very tall man, over six feet in 
height, correspondingly heavy build and dark 
complexion. He had 11 mustache, 
but no beard, The two men 
drank 1 giass of beer and Jeft 
the saloon.

A TISSUE OF MISREPRESENTATIONS AND 

ABSOLUTE FALSEHOODS. 
Until now it has not been possible for me 
to furnish any definite information con- 
cerning the arrests that have been made 
and the Post-Daspatcu will be the first 
newspaper to give the facts. 

It is true that the Pinkerton agency 
has arrested three men for complicity in 
the express robbery. but that is absolutely 
the only correct statement concerning the 
matter that has been made public. All 
the rest was pure fiction. 

TO BEGIN WITH. 

The men were not arrested last Friday 
night as the papers have said, but be- 
tween land 11 o’clock Friday morning. 
In the next place they were not taken 
in charge while walking on Halstead 
street, near the corner of Madison, or on 
Halstead street at all. The capture was 
made ata point two miles distant from 
the intersection of Halstead and Madison 
streets, but the exact locality I do not 
care to indicate at the present time.

THEY WERE POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED 
by five witnesses who had been brought 
here from Missouri, and since that time 
they have been removed from the city to 
a safe place—not St. Louis, however, 

These three men have been referred 
to as gamblers, frequenters of houses of 
ill-fame, and described generally as 
rough-and-ready desperadoes. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, and 
their capture, brought about through their 
association with people of the character 
mentioned. These men have never been 
known as thieves, but on the contrary 
two of them have been considered busi- 
ness men by those who knew them. 

All the talk about Fotheringham, the 
messenger in charge of the express car 
that was robbed, having squealed 
is nonsense. He has not made 
8 confession of any sort, and 
he was not one of the witnesses who were 
brought here from St. Louis to identify 
Cummings“ and his partners. You will 
understand that I cannot go fully into 
particulars of the case just now, because 

THERE IS WORK STILL TO BE DONE. 

“You may state, however, that we have 
recovered some of the stolen money, and 
expect to get a great deal more. The men 
we arrested were prepared to make a 
desperate resistance and our operatives 
were not only fully armed but were pre- 


pared to shoot somebody in case they 
were obliged to. 

THERE WAS A DESPERATE RESISTANCE ON 
THE PART OF THE ARRESTED MEN, 
but po shots were fired. Two other ar- 
rests have been made in connection with 
the robbery, one being that of 
Oscar Cook of Kansas City. The 
other man placed in rita 4 is 
Bill Haight of Nashville, enn., 
who was formerly an express messenger.

THE STORY OF THE CHASE. 


How the Adams Express Robbers Were 
Run Down. 


The information concerning the arrests 
of the parties implicated in the robbery of 
the Adams Express car, October 25, at 


Mincke Station, on the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad, has nm given 
out in such disconnected dnd home- 
opathic portions that the general 
impressions are badly confused. 
There are two reasons which urge 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency to observe 
secrecy in the case. The first is that they 
have not — recovered the plunder, to 
which end they are diligently working, and 
the second is that the evidence developed 
isnot satisfactory as far as Messenger 
Fotheringham is concerned. The first is 
e most important consideration 
for as soon as the prisoners get 
into the hands of e lawyers 
the chances of the Express Company 
recovering any considerable part of the 
money is slight. The case has been man- 
aged by hard work, to which the success 
so far attained is solely attributable. De- 
tective Wm. A. Pinkerton denies the pub- 
lished stories of the woman in the case. 
THE HISTORY OF THE WORK 
is as follows: At 2 o’clock on the mornin 
of the robbery, Superintendent Damse 
was notified of the facts by wire, and in- 
structed Messenger Fotheringham to re- 
turn to this city. When the train arrived 
Superintendent Damsel and a repre- 
sentative of Thiel’s Detective Agency took 
him in charge and obtained a detailed 
statement of ,he robbery ether with a 
very accurate description of the robber, 
who gave his name as Jim Cummings. 
Two days later the case was turned 
over to the _ Pinkerton ency on 
the arrival of Mr. Robert A. Pinkerton 
its Eastern manager,who was telegraphed 
for at once. Fotheringhamwas taken in 
charge and thoroughly examined. The 
description given by him of the man who 
robbed him was taken as the starting- 
int in the case. The story told 
Engineer Heffernan about the robber’s 
mission to the car was the first evidence 
to throw doubt upon the mes- 
senger’s story. The description, how- 
ever agreed with Fotheringham’s 
and hundreds of possible Jim r 
were inquired into in various parts of the 
country. The detectives were completely 
at sea until the Globe-Democrat gave 
them a new clew. Therem reference 
was made to a ackage which 
would arrive at the Union Depot. This 
was received as programmed in the le!- 
ter. It included one bit of evidence prob- 
ably by mistake. This was the 
copy of a song, such as is 
sold on the street corners in sheets. On the 
back of this was written 2108 Chestnut 
st.“ A visit was paid to the house desig- 
nated in this city. Itis a boarding house 
kept by Mrs. Berry, who gave an account

The letter 
also gave the location of the plant of 
edibles, gun and skiff on the St. Charles 
River. These things were identified by 
Wm. Bodenheimer, a grocer at St. Charles. 
He also gave descriptions of the two 
men to whom he had sold the bacon, but- 
ter, etc. These descriptions tallied with 
Mrs. Zerry's boarders and Richard Roe 
obtained a standing in the case, 
The inqui was then pushed at the 
stations on the St. Louis & San Francisco 
between St. Louis and St. Clair, where 
the full extent of the robbery became 
known and Messenger Fotheringham tel- 
egraphed back. At Pacific another 
trace of the mysterious: Richard Roe 
was obtained. A railroad r gu ve 
a description of a man seen on the plat- 
form at Pacific on the night of the rob- 
and again identified Richard 
Roe. Anindictment was then returned 
against Messenger D. 8. Fotheringham. 
Jim Cummings and Richard Roe, and the 
detectives started on their hunt after the 
sender of the letters. The search was a 
general one and the Pinkertons removed 
their base of operation from this city.

No investigation or prosecution followed 
but about that time Wittrock 
severed his connection with the 
concern. Not long after this he was 
implicated in the burglary of a restaurant 
with another man, who was subsequent! 
recognized as a well-known crook. Witt- 
rock furnished bond for himself and later 
for the other prisoner, who left for parts 
unknown. He became involved in a dis- 
pute later with a man named Bill Luce, 
at whom he shot. After this, Wittrock 
left Leavenworth, where his mother 
still lives, and went to Quincy, III. 
About the same time Emma Moore, the 
proprietress of a house of ill-fame, and 
awoman with whom Wittrock had been 
intimate, left also and went to Quincy. 
Later Wittrock went to Chicago, where 
he was engaged in the wood and coal busi- 
ness. He hasa sister living in Leaven- 
worth, where she is a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools.

Four 
men lay on the ground groaning 
in pain. They were picked up 
and taken into a neighboring drug store. 
A hasty examination was made, and then 
it was seen that beyond a few slight 
bruises none of the men had suffered in- 
jury. In the meantime the train had been 
checked, but after making sure that no 
one was killed it proceeded into the city.

JOHN ALEXANDER LOGAN. 


Sketch of the Personal and Political Career 
of the Dead Soldier-Statesman, 


John A. Logan was born in Jackson 
County, Illinois, February, 1826. His edu- 
cation was limited to the course of the 
district school. He served inthe Black 
Hawk war without distinction, and on the 
outbreak of the Mexican war enlisted as 
a private in the First Illinois Volunteers. 
He was distinguished in his regiment 


for bravery, and was promoted several 
times becoming a First-Lieutenant before 
ewar. On his return to 
Illinois he was elected Clerk of the County 
Court and eubsequently studied law at the 
Louisville University, where he graduated 
in 1852, and wasthe same year admitted 
to the bar and elected to the Illinois Legis- 
lature. He was re-elected in 53, 56, and 
57, being in the interim Prosecuting-At- 
torney for Jackson County. In 1858 he was 
elected to Congress,and very soon after his 
re-election he resigned to take command 
of the Thirty-first Illinois Volunteers. In 
bg “ 1862, he was seriously wounded 
at Fort Donelson, and wasin March pro- 
moted to Brevet Brigadier-General. In 
November, 1862, he was appointed Major- 
General and was given command ofthe 
Seventeenth Army Corps in the Vicksburg 
campaign. He was with Sherman 
on the march to the sea. After 
the war, he returned to the Hous of 
Representatives where he remained until 
1871, when he was elected to the Senate 
succeeding Richard Yates. He was placed 
on the Republican ticket in 1884 as candi- 
date for Vice-President and shared the 
fate of the ticket. Shortly after that de- 
feat he was a candidate for re-election to 
the United States Senate, and after a 
hard fight was elected 77 a majority of 
one, presentative Sittig of Chicago

Central Labor Union. 


CHICAGO, December 27.—The Central Labor 
Union yesterday instructed its delegates to 
the January convention of the United Labor 
party to resist all efforts toward a compro- 


mise with either of the old parties, and in case 
such a compromise was decided upon by 
the convention, to withdraw from it. 
A resolution from the  furniture-work- 
ers, demanding of the State that 
the coal mines be made common 
property, was indorsed by the union, and it 
was directed that the resolution and its in- 
dorsement be laid before the legislative rep- 
resentatives of the United Labor party. The 
proceedings of the late Trades’ Union Oonven- 
tion at Columbus were discussed, the drift of 
sentiment being that of unqualified disap~ 
proval. The convention was characterized as 
a mutual aid society of the leaders to perpet- 
uate their own influence among the laboring 
—— and notin the real interests of those 
asses.

Newspaper Work in London. 


London Cor. Springfield Republican. 

The experiment of establishing a news- 
paper man’s weekly here in London is 
Feil wavering between failure and the 
hope of success. It is perhaps too early to 
venture a prediction as to its fate. The 
numbers thus far printed seem to have 

enerally pleased those who read them; 
but how many have read and bought 
them? In fact there is a _ radical 
difference between journalism here 
and inthe United States, which sharply 
militates against a professional paper. In 
America, young men who hope some day 
to be editors, and who have both the edu- 
cation and the talent to justify that hope 
begin as reporters or at the lowest roun 
of desk work. There is extremely little 
class feeling, or hauteur of place, in the 
ranks. The men on a paper know one 
another, and defer to one another’s 
sense of equality and dignity. There 
is between em all the bond 
of knowledge that good work is appre- 
viated, no matter who does it. There is 
no limit set hard and fast to the possibili- 
ties of preferment by deserts. h sol- 
dier carries a marshal’s baton in his knap- 
sack. He knows—everybody knows—that 
he will get it if he earns it. Precisely in 
proportion as he strives to earn it, he is

Strange Story of a Member of a Well-Known 
and Wealthy Boston Family—After « 
Long Career of Dissipation He Secures 
$315,000 Insurance on His Life and Sui- 
cides the Beneficiaries May Secure 
the Money—The Insurance Companies to 
Resist Payment.

New Tonk, December 27.—Under the false 
name of A. Allen there died in the Cole Hotel, 
In South Norwalk, Conn.,& man who had 


taken out insurance policies to the amount, so 


gar as known, of $315,000. He died from an 
overdose of morphine. The policies had been 
written within fourteen months of the man’s 
death. They are divided between forty-nine 
companies, so far as known, but further in- 
vestigation may show thatthe amount of in- 
surance and the number of companies is to be 
largely increased. Of the $315,000 insurance 
n his life only $71,600 was forthe benefit 
f his relatives. The remainder is in 
ie names of apparently only 
casual friends and business acquaintances. 
The story of the man’s later life is dramatic 
to a degree rarely found even in fiction. To 
one, at least, of the beneficiaries of his in- 
surance policies his intention to commit sul- 
cide was known several months prior to his 
death. He was of an excellentand wealthy 
Boston family, and apparently the favorite 
though dissipated son of an induigent mother. 
He had lived a life of adventure in many 
countries, and had spent a fortune in riotous 
living or in reckless specuiation. When found 
dead in the hotel room he had butafew dol- 
lars in his pocket, but with hundreds of 
thousands dependent upon his death. There 
was a cynical detail about the preparations 
before his death, whether with suicidal 
intent or otherwise, that was not in keeping 
ith his usual good-tempered and easy-going 
position. He has a youngand pretty wife 
dawidowed sister living in this city and a 
ther and three brothers in Boston. They 
fess to know little or nothing of the other 
neficiaries. He was very well known in 
n circles here. Among the beneficiaries 
his insurance outside of his family is a 
hier of one of the leading New York banks, 
member of the Petroleum Exchange, the 
Wife of a business acquaintance, a young gir!

a hotel keeper in Boston, and a young man in 
New Rochelle.

Between that time and December, 1888, the 
insurance men say, Tyler inaugurated bis sys- 
tem of taking out policies. He joined various 
paver organizations and carried out his sys- 

m successfully with them. He even had his 
name enrolled on the roster of the New York 
Commercial Travellers’ Company at Syracuse 
and this in the face of the fact that he had 
never been a ‘‘drummer’’ in hislife. He even 
went as far west as St. Paul. 

AN AFFIDAVIT. 

That Tyler was sincere in his determination 
to commit suicide is set forth in an affidavit 
in the session of the insurance om 

The deponent swore that in Octo- 
ber, 1884, Tyler and J. J. Lutkins of this city 
and himseif met atthe Stevens House. Lut- 
kins is now a member of the Petroleum Ex- 
change, and was formerly a druggist 
on an extensive business at the corner o 
Broadway and Thirty-second street, where he 
was well krown as an expert chemist and 
compounder. Atthe Stevens House meeting 
Tyler asked Lutkins to tell him some poison 
which would make death come easily and 
painiessiy. Lutkins explained the effects of 
morphine and opium. he deponent remem- 
bered one of these poisons. It was Magen- 
die’s solution o morphia,’’ the form- 
ula being 12x8— 4. Tyler made a 
memorandum of the information. On 
November 10, 1886, ler left this city, saying 
to his wife before his departure that he was 
going to Philadelphia. The register of the 
hotel at South Norwalk shows that he arrived 
on Wednesday, November 10, and registered 
as A. Allen, Boston. That afternoon he 
gat in the office, where J. L. Wals, one of the 
proprietors, noticed that he was sleeping and 
woke him up, remarking jokingly, ‘‘change 

„Wals noticed that he ey to 

under the influence of drugs. ext day Tyler 
left the hotel, but returned and registered 
again. On Friday morning at 9 o’clock he was 
found deadin his room. The body was still 
seated on a chair, leaning heavily against the 
table, on which were found papers and liet- 
ters. Among them were three prescriptions 
for ‘‘Magendie’s solution of wmorphia.’’ 
There was an unaddressed postal card to J. J. 
Lavkins beginning Dear Jim’’ and speaking 
ofsome patent business. Another card was 
addressed Dear sister. Death had come 
while he was writing another letter in the up- 
per corner of which was jotted: ‘‘Take 8x4x8 
grains Mageadie’s solution of morphia.’’ On 
another sheet of paper was written: 9 
o’clock. Don’t feel much. 

**12 o’ clock feel it more. 

Stili another letter was found addressed to 
his sister, Mrs. Foote. A half-torn telegram 
6 the findings. It read: 

We most emphatically refuse to honor your 
draft.’’ ‘*TyYLeR & Co., Boston. 


A VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 

Under the law of Connecticut the Coroner 
only calls a jury when he is in doubt of the 
cause of death. Inthis case it was supposed 
to be so clearly asuicide that the Coroner de- 
livered a certificate to that effect. The body 
and effects were delivered to the brother of 
the deceased, and also the letters and writ- 
ings. It was learned that in some of his writ- 
ings the deceased stated that he had left the 
hotel a number of times to procure morphine, 
but returned quickly for fear he would be 
taken sick on the street. 

When the Post-DISPATCH correspondent re- 
ceived information to the effect that 
many of the local insurance companies 
were investigating the death of 
Tyier, and were being rewarded with unex- 
pected results, he made inquiries into the 
matter and was met at every turn with ob- 
stacles, Details of the evidence they found 
they said they could not give, assuring your 
correspondent that at the proper time they 
would throw open the light of day upon what 
they called the ‘‘ugliest and ablest bodied con- 
spiracy in the annals of the century.’’ They 
said they expected that the beneficiaries would 
sooner or later make their appearance and ask 
for the claims. The unusuallyjlarge amount in- 
volved necessitated their using the greatest 
caution and maintaining absolute secrecy. 


TYLER’S MOTHER. 

Mrs. John Tyler, the mother, resides at No. 
853 Béacon street, Boston. The PoOsTt-VISPATCH 
reporter in Boston called upon her there on 
Christmas morning. Mrs. yler said that 
about a week prior to his death her son had 
paid her a visit in Boston. He was then suf. 
fering very greatly from neuralgia. The cold 
weather always affected him badly, and on 
that occasion he was in more pain than usual. 
It was suggested to him that he take a little 
whisky to dull the pain, but he refused with a 
gesture of disgust. A couple of days after he 
went away she received a letter from him say- 
ing that he thought he should have died on 
the train going home the pain was so intense. 

A NEW YORK CASHIER AS BENEFICIARY. 

Mr. H. J. Hubbard who is cashier of the 
Columbia Bank, No. 501 Fifth avenue this city, 
is said to bea beneficiary to the amount of 
$45,000 for five 71 Mr. Hubbard, on bein 
acquainted with the investigations inaugurate 
by the insurance companies into the death of 
Mr. Tyler, was much surprised. The subject 
of the alleged attempt to defraud the com- 
panies met with equal surprise. ‘I know noth- 
ing of — 1 such conspiracy as that you refer 
to, said Mr, Hubbard. My relations with 
John Tyler were ofa pore business natnre. 
I met him in 1879 during the boomin mining 
stocks. At that time I Was on the Stock Ex- 
change and engaged in the brokerage busi- 
ness. Tyler speculated to quite an extent and 
I did a good deal of his business. He was a 
very rapid speculator. When he was embar- 
rassed I frequently loan him money. He 
was connected with various enterprises but I 
don’t think they ever paid. 

Did you ever hear TVler talk of committing 
suicide?’’

FIGURES SHOWING THE BUSINESS OF 8T. 
LOUIS DURING THE YEAR. 


A Very Good Statement Made by the Saddlery 
and Harness Trade and a Big Outlook for 
Next Year—Iron and Steel—The Live Stock 
Market and Its Prospects, 


The following reviews contain interesting 
statements of the business done in St. Louis 
during the year 1886, in saddiery and harness 
and in fron and steel, together with a short 
resume of the live stock trade for that period. 


Harness and Saddlery, 


In the manufacture of saddlery and harness 
St. Louis not only leads any other city in the 
country, but the capital invested here, as well 
as the amount of products, will equal that of 
any other two cities. As a prelude to the review 


of this most important industry the following 
figures, compiled by the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ Exchange, will be in- 
teresting: The number of harness and sad- 
dlery manufactories in St. Louis is 92; 
capital invested, $1,370,360, and the 

ae — The number of manu 

incinnati is 51, capital $413,000 and products 
1,155,000. In Ohicago the number of estab- 
ishments is 82; capital invested $219,250 and 
products $746,247. In Louisville there are 35 
establishments ; $396,000 invested and the prod - 
ucts are $882,000. From these figures, which 
are thoroughly reliable, it willbe seen that 
the amount of capital invested in St. Louis is 
than is invested in the other 
cities combined and the 
greater than in any 
nearly as great as in 
St. Louis has but ten more manvfactories than 
Chicago, but, as the amount of capital in- 
vested and the products show, the establish- 
ments in Chi o are very small compared 
with those in this city. Cincinnati has less 
manufactories than Ohicago, but even that 
city is considerably ahead of Chicago in the 
capital invested andthe amount of products; 
and still St. Louis is so far ahead of Cincinnati 
that the latter can hardly be classed as a rival 
in this line. The principal reason why 
St. Louis has become the greatest saddlery 
and harness manufacturing city in the country 
is that it is the best located for distribution to 
the West and South, from which sections of 
the country there is the greatest demand for 
this line of goods, The discrimination in rates 
has not affected the trade here to any great 
extent, for the reason that there is no formid- 
able competition. 

During the past year the dealers say that 
their business has shown a decided increase, 
and the prospects for the coming year are 
most flattering. The establishment of jobbing 
houses in small cities in the West and South, 
Which have grown wondertully in population 
during the past few years, has not hurt the St. 
Louis trade scarcely at all, for the reason that 
all the saddle-trees and fine harness still have 
to be procured in this city. Formerly St. 
Louis sent East for bits, buckles, spurs and 
other saddlery hardware, but for the past 
four or five years all bardware necessary 
for saddiery has been manufactured 
in this city, and nearly the entire West and 
Southwest are now supplied from here. An- 
other promising tributary of trade for St. 
Louis is Mexico. For the past “pa of years 
several prominent firms here have been 
almost supplying the Mexican capital in this 
line, and are very hopeful of capturing the 
entire trade of that country in a few years. 
One of the most noticeable facts in 

is, that during the past 

ear saddle trade has been 

alling off and the harness trade increasing in 

roportion. The reason given for this change 

sthatso many cheap buggies are now being 

made that horseback riding is losing its former 
popularity. 

The number of traveling salesmen employed 
by the St. Louis houses is about 175 and the 

rospect for an increased trade next year 
Ss 80 promising that nearly all the large 
houses wl very probably increase the num- 
ber of their drummers,

Iron and Steel. 


There is every evidence that confidence has 
been re-established in the iron trade. Con- 
summers have come to feel that they will not be 
able to enjoy the low prices, and they are 


waking up toarealization of the fact that 
things have been too cheap in the past. Man- 
ufactured, or bar, iron has shown an increase 
of $6 per ton over last year. This increase be- 
gan in — hang and has kepton steadily. It 
was caused by the increased activity in railroad 
building and the demand for roiling-stock, 
which has been as good the past year as it has 
been since 1879. The laying of new tracks and 
| the repairing of old have been very marked. 
This naturally made steel the first to feel the 
impulse of the renewed activity, but soon it 
resuited in a general demand for cars, bridges, 
track supplies, and all work of that kind kate 
which iron enters. 

The outiook for next year is very good and 
manufacturers are much encouraged by the 
fact that the increased demand the past year 
has come from all pants of the country. Con- 
sumeérs’ settlements are very satisfactory— 
better than ever before. These aspects 
of an improved trade do not warrant 
the manufacturers in predicting a boom; on 
the contrary, they affirm that all they look 
foris asteady, active demand, at moderate 
prices. The most has come in the gain of 1886, 
and in 1887 if there be any advance it will be 
but slight. The revival of the kind indicated 
they expect will set in as early as February.

STEEL. 

An active demand for all kinds of steel has 
been felt the past six months. It has been due 
to the railroad building and repairing which 
have been well kept up in thattime. The 
Vulcan Steel- works began meaking:rails in May 
and since then have been kept busy. Early in 
the year they were engaged in turning out soft 
steel. This latter product das 
ued to feel in the 
the booming effect change 
which set in two or three years ago and which 
is replacing bar iron with soft steel. The in- 
creased call forthe steel was observed in 
many quarters where heretofore, bar fron has 
bad full sway, andthe indications point to 
steel enjoying a similar success the coming 
year. The general prospects for steel in 1887 
are favorable for a good inquiry. Most of the 
mills have sold up and are hopefully waiting 
for a better year in 87. They expect 
an increase over 886 of about 20 per cent. The 
prospective increase would be much larger 
were it not for the sudden stiffening up of 
steel enjoyed about six months ago. Had the 
last half of the year been like the first, 1886 
would be closing to-day as dreary a failure as 
was 1885, which the steel men call the dark 
year. The increase of the last six months ma 
be judgedfrom the fact that had the first halt 
been as good the year would have shown an 
increase of 25 per cent. So, in making pre- 
dictions of a gain of 20 per cent the comin 

ear, the dealers refer ta de entire year o 
886, and nottothe spurt ard the close. 
They base this calculation on a general belief 
thatthe surplus supply or over-production 
which brought about the depression of 1884 and 
1885 is about exhausted, and that the 
roductive forces of the factories and 
oundries are to be tested again by a demand 
for a restocking.

A QUEER CASE. 


Forbes Dies From a Dose of 
Paris Green.

HANLAN ON TRAINING. 


He Points the Difference Between English 
and American Methods. 


Ed. Hanlan, the oarsman, in speaking of 
the American and English methods of train- 
ing, says: The reason our men get beaten 
by the English is not because their men are 
any better than ours, but they are better 
trained. The American oarsmen when they 
train don’tdo it regularly enough. They are 
like a lot of schoolboys at play. While an 


English athlete is in training his life is gov- 
erned by strict rules. He rows steadily when 
in practice and is never allowed to spurt. The 
Australians are stricter even than the English. 
They take a medium good man, andif there 
is amy row in him they eet it out. I 
have been watching this thing for years, 
and I mean nowto do all I can to improve 
training in this country. We have the best 
rivers in the world to row on, and thecham- 
pionship ought to be held on this side of the 
world. I brought it here once, and then lost 
it; but I hope to 1 it back next year.

JUDGE BARCLAY DEVOTES HOLIDAY WEEK 
TO CONTESTED DIVORCE CASES. 


The Domestic. Differences of the Knudsen 
Family—Decision in the Western Union 
Telegraph Company's Wire Controversy— 
A Young Lady's Damage Suit—Answer in 
the Patrick Will Contest— New Suits 
Against Railroad Companies. 


Judge Barclay to-day gave his attention to 
the domestic differences of Neison and Mina 
Knudsen, a contested divorce case set for trial 
during the holiday week. The plaintiff is tne 
husband, andthe wife enters an answer stat- 
ing that she is willing to live with him again 
proyiding that he will treat her kindly 
infuture. They were married in 1875 and 
have four children. Mr. Knudsen accuses 
his wife of various indignities, rendering his 
condition intolerable. They separated last 
year. Mrs. Knudsen, her husband alleged, 
was inthe habit of going out of an evening 
neglecting the household and children and 
associating with objectionable people. He 
charges specifically that she was guilty of im- 
proper intimacy with a young man named 
Pete. One day in July, 1835, she went to a pic- 
nic and left the children to take care of them- 
selves, while she enjoyed herself with a num- 
ber of young men in a ten-pin alley. 

Various instances of neglectof the family 
and household were citec, to all of which Mrs. 
Knudsen entered a denial by way of reply. 
She explained that when she went out at night 
it was for the purpose of searching for her 
husband, who often boasted inthe presence 
ofthe children that he went to theaters and 
beer gardens with fast associates. Sometimes he 


remained out all night. Mrs. Knudsen fur- 
ther complained that her husband failed to 
provide for his family, that he abused them 
and treated his wife with great cruelty. One 
day he struck her in the face, giving hera 
black eye for several weeks. He called her 
shocking names and rendered her condition 
almost unbearable. 


The Patrick Will Contest. 


The answer of Thos. Ward McManus, brother 
and executor of Mrs. Fannie C. Patrick, to the 
suit of James M. Patrick, the husband, con- 
testing the will, was filed to-day in court. He 


admits that his sister died leaving a child, 
Camille, heir-at-law, and that she executed a 
will at the residence of her mother in the 

resence of Robert S. MacDonald and Sim T. 

rice leaving the child $100. In May, 1884, it 
is alleged that her husband commenced a 
course of cruel and brutal treatment and con- 
tinued it until July last when she came home 
to her relatives and died soon afterwards. 
Mrs. Patrick commenced a suit for divorce be- 
fore her death. 

For a further answer, it is alleged that she 
was not unduly influenced in making her will, 
and that she was perfectly sound in mmd when 
she directed the disposition of her property; 
that she had ceased to entertain any respect 
or affection for her husbandwhen the docu- 
ment was signed, and that he had forfeited all 
her regard, esteem and love. He contests the 
will in behalf of the child, who, it will be re- 
membered, was the subject of habeas corpus 

roceedings. She is at present in the care of

The Wire Controversy. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the wire controversy on Third and Locust 
streets, between the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and tho Guernsey-Scudder Electric 


Light Company. The motion to dissolve the 
injunction was sustained in part and overruled 
in part. The temporary injunction is dissolved 

the bill is dismissed as to 
the lower wires. A decree is en- 
terea for the Western Union Company 
and the injunction is modified and made per- 
petual as to the parallel and upper wires. The 
costs are awarded, one-fourth against the 
Western Union Company and three-fourths 
against the Guernsey-Scudder Company. The 
Western Union Company was the first one to 
acquire the right of way for its poles and 
lines at the point in controversy, Locust 
street, and was in fall possession and enjoy- 
ment of that right before the Guernsey-Scud- 
der Company acquired any permit from the 


city. 

The cannot now, says the Court, be per- 
mitted to drive the Western Union Com- 
pany away from its acquired path b 
direct means, or by coming so near 
to the Western Union wires with heavier 
charged wires as to make the use of the 
Western Union wires materially unsatis- 
factory. They cannot run contiguous tothe 
Western Union wires nearer than eight feet 
without subjecting the latter to serious 
induction, amounting to a trespass upon 
a prior right o possession which 
courts of equi will relieye on the 
sroses that damages resulting are irreparable. 
t is also shown that the electrie light wires 
overhanging the telegraph wires are liable to 
break and fall, causing serious injury and 
loss. This should be —— against by suit - 
able means and the Guernsey-Scudder Com- 
pany should doit asa condition precedent to 
ts enjoyment ofa part of the right of way 
which the Western Union Company acquired 


rst. 

The Court, however, does not wish it to be 
understood as a general proposition that all 
overhanging electric wires should be thus 
guarded. 


A Tax-Bill Case. 


Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Joseph Weber vs. Hanrictta 
Schergens etal. The Court orders judgment 
for the defendants on the ground 
that the original tax-bill issued in 
July, 1869, was not void, and the present 
action on the bill issued in 1884 is barred 
under the ruling ot the Court of Appeals. 
The appellate courts have held that errors 
made in assesements for special taxes of quite 
as much importance as an error made in the 
original assessment, do not vitiate special tax 
bills to such an extent as to preciude any re- 
covery thereon. i

incompetent evidence was admitted for the 
State, and legal and competent evidence It 
fused for the defense; thatthe instructions 
to the jury were illegal and erroneous, thas 
the Circuit Attorney was permitted to make 
improper and erroneous statements to the 
jury and a number of other points of this 
character. The Court took the matter unde 
advisement until to-morrow, when in all prob 
ability the motion will be overruled.
